In response to the action of coupling. The act of coupling is accomplished by the network 
interface card initiating the connection to the remote workstation, which is disclosed by Rakavy 
(Col 9, linesl-5). The act of decoupling is done prior to passing control to the local computer. 
The concept of boot strapping, is well known in the art and control is passed to the local 
computer when all hardware tests indicate that the local computer is in a fit condition to operate 
on its own. This is indicated when control was passed to the CPU (415) (Col 7, lines 15-25). 

The function of storage, on the part of the server "workstation 200" is indicated (Col 10, 
lines 20-67).
